"UNDERGROUND 

RAILROAD" 

In the days before the Civil War many people in 
this region were organized in a secret enterprise 
— the "'Underground Railroad". Their purpose 
was to aid negroes who were fleeing to freedom 
in the North and Canada. 

Scattered along the roads that led northward 
were the "stations" of the "Railroad" . . . homes 
of ardent abolitionists. Here, under cover of 
darkness, fugitives were received and housed. 
Disguised in costume, they would be taken by 
wagon to the next stop, about 10 miles distant. 

The northern route through Chester and Mont- 
gomery Counties was fed from Kennett Square 
and Wilmington, Delaware. From here it went 
to Harrisburg and, by the Susquehanna Valley, 
to New York State and Canada. 

History tells us that one Enoch Lewis once sent his 
eldest son to Nix en's factory on Pickering Creek 
with a load of wool in a horse cart, and a colored 
womanand her children packed in behind the wool. 

Much historic action has taken place in the 
region about Philadelphia. This is the territory 
today served with the purest, safest, most depend- 
able water available.
